Subtt»uce* In the Nose. 


A kernel of corn or a pea or other snial 


substance gets into a child's nose, and the 
problem is' to remove it. Wo would sug- 
gest the following method as effectual in 
accomplishing the object desired: Inject 
into the free nostril with a common sy 
rlngo a stream of topid water. 
The sides 


of the nostril should bo closed around tho 
point of the syringe to prevent a reflux o 
the water. Use a moderate degree of foruo 
and tho stream will make a circuit through 
tho posterior nasal cavity and pass out of 
the opposite nostril, dislodging tho foreign 
substance. A more simple method is this 
The patient takes a "deep breath," then 
closes tho mouth and tho free nostril am 
forces his breath through the obstrnctei 
nostril. If tho chile', is old enough to da 
it perfectly, he may blow out the corn or 
pea or whatever has found a lodgment in 
tho nasal passage.—New York Lodger.

rectly, is an expert. 
Ono capable nf writ- 


ing 80 words under tliuse conditions is 
professionally classified asa"lnllnh." One 
sufficiently skillful to strike off 90 words, 
following those requirements, i.s a "htllati 
XXX," and one able to average 100 words 
is a star operator of the first quality. And 
there aro at least three typewriters in New 
York city who can make a "century run" 
of that sort in an hour. A comparatively 
small number of typewriters aro adapted 
mentally and physically for very rapid 
work, and not 1 in 50, aa operators go, is 
able to average 60 words a minute from 
unfamiliar matter. By this la meant 11,600 
words, properly spelled, in one hour. Forty

Bow "Stripeff" la Tracked to and Trapped 


In the Jangle. 


A buffalo calf, or "hola," as the inhab- 


itants call it, is fastened by the log iu the 
usual path of the cigor, so that the next 
time he passes that way he may find a 
meal ready to his mouth. 


Early next morning tho place is visited, 


and if "stripes" has risen to tho occasion 
it sometimes happens that he is found fin- 
ishing his breakfast, when matters are 
greatly simplified by potting him. Usual- 
ly, however, ho is found to have eaten 
what he wanted, washed it down with a 
long drink from some neighboring pool 
and gone to sloop oS the effects of his 
heavy meal in some cool and shady spot. 


Nest the exact whereabouts of this spot 


is "ringed"-—that la to say, his "pugs," 
or footprints, are followed, frequent casts 
being made round what appear to be like- 
ly places. 


In this way, given a reasonable amount 


of luck and fairly impressionable ground, 
tho tiger can bo located to within a small 
area, for, if pugs are seen to enter any 
particular piece of jungle and no tracks 
can bo found leaving it, it follows that 
"stripes" is probably inside. 


A number of men, varying in accord- 


ance to tho size of tho jungle to bo bcaton, 
are next collected from tho various villages 
in tho neighborhood und arranged round 
what is considered a triangle, the sides of 
which are represented by lines of men in 
trees to act as "stops" and the base by 
tho bcntors proper, armed with axes, 
sticks, tamtams (native drums) or any- 
thing elhu thuy con get hold of calculated 
to make a noise. 


Through tho apex of tho triangle the 


path passes which it is considered tho tiger 
will probably take on being disturbed, 
and it is hero that tho gun or guns station 
themselves. Should the tlgor takd a path 
different from the one ho is expected by 
it is ho arranged that ho must come in 
contact with tho stops, whoso duty It is, 
by brooking a twig, gently clapping the 
hands or coughing, to prevent the tiger 
from breaking out of tho side of tho trl- 
anglo.

noise or merely tapping btloks together, 
according to tho tigorono has to deal with. 


A savage old tiger, ono which has been

Ic is to Dr. Bora bout's experiments that 


soience owes what is now regarded as the 
true theory of the walking of flies on 
smooth substances—that they bung on by 
tbe help of capillary adhesion—the molec- 
ular attraction between solid and liquid 
bodies. By a series of nice calculations, 
such us weighing hairs and measuring their 
diameters and immersing the cut end of a 
hair in oil or water to make 16 adhere 
when touched to glass, Dr. liombont 
proved that capillary attraction would up- 
bold a fly were it four-ninths as heavy 
again as it is at present. It is true that
